associate professor of art at Clarke, 
referring to the loose style he uses to 
apply the paint. “It is a long process 
of painting a little and then stepping 
back to look at it, because close up 
everything looks fuzzy.” Thin layers 
of paint over paint are built using 
thinned acrylic paint. 

His subject matter ranges from 
the corny “tourist snapshots” of his 
trip to Europe, to pet portraits, to 
psuedo-landscapes. The typically 
tourist shots were rendered as five 
foot photographs of the highlights of 
his trip - family and friends. In each 
of these there is a feeling for the 
mood at the time the picture was 
taken; a sort of unwritten diary of 
the trip. 

The pet portraits dealt with 


animals as animals as seen from 
human points of view; some are for 
friends and some are for sale. The 
sparks of life reflecting from these 
canvases are not from a studio 
situation, but from the soft touch of 
Schlesier’s airbrush, 

Reminiscent of his childhood in 
New York, “fire on the Salt Marsh’”’ 
could be the title of a novel from 
those days. Along with “Swift 
Creek,” “Jones Beach” and. the 
pinkish ‘Cherry Grove,” these land- 
Scapes deal with more abstract 
uses of the airbrush, 

The time requirement for air- 
brush, particularly for so large a 
canvas, is many hours, Even though 
some had been created at earlier 
dates, Schlesier was still blowing on 
the paint of a few.
